All measures relating to consti-

-and hospitals.

The latest figures for loadings of 
railroad freight cars, those for the 
week ending April 28. showed a 
total of 964.000 cars, which sets a 
new high record since the middle 
of last November. and is only 6 
per cent below the greatest weekly 
movement tn history. The week's 
loadings established an entirely new 


record for this season of the year. 
Unusually heavy shipments of 
merchandise and miscellaneous 
were, furthermore, responsible for 
the larger part of the gain. 

Additional evidence of sustained 
industrial activity is furnished by 
the steel Industry. Although the 
tendency toward a falling off in 
forward buying has continued, out- 
put has, if anything, increased. 
The United States Steel Corporation 
for example, is reported to be 
working ite plants at 97 per cent 
capacity. 


CONSUMPTION HIGH 
Consumption of steel seems 
to be going on @ a i high 
rate. The mills working at capacity 
are naturally tatching up on or- 
ders, and with new forward buy- 
4ne. held somewhat in abeyance, 
are able to offer prompter deliv- 
eries. Ag a result, premium prices 
have disappeared to a large dé- 
gxee. On the other hand the mills 
also are working off old contracts 
taken at lower prices, so that the 


‘laverage contract price of the mate- 


rial being delivered is rising. 

An exception to the genera! trend 
is offered-by the textile industry 
where curtailmente have been an- 
nounced by a few New England 
cotton mills. While these an- 
nouncements have had a depress- 
ing effect on the price of the raw 
material, they probably do not 
represent any great falling off itn 
the aggregate production of cotton 
cloth. 

Even cotton prices appear to 
have moved more in response to the 
general tenor of speculative senti- 
ment than to the position in this 
particular industry. All of the 
markets of which speculative tem- 
per piays a part, have continued to 
show distinctly sympathetic move- 
ments.

CHICAGO, May 13.—Thé tre- 


mendous building boom, chiefly no- 
ticeable in the larger cities, is be- 
lieved to have reached its peak, and 
banks, contractors and others are 
discouraging any further advances 
until the prices of building mate- 
rials and labor costs come down.

Jack Farrier of 143 Surf 
street, this city, almost lost his life 
trving to save Jensen, and was res- 
cued in turn by B. J. Cook of 360 
South Evelid avenue, Pasadena. 

The other rescues were of two 
ismall girls, whose names were not 
reveale*,. They were brought ashore 
by Police Officer Lipscomb at con- 
siderable danger to himself. R. J. 
Damon of 1276 North Serrano 
street, Los Angeles, was pulled out 
of the surf by Life Guard Charles 
Kabisuis, and G. G. Withers of 
625 North Coronado street, Los An- 
geles. was rescued by R. P. Boast 
and K. Folson. 

Accompanied by his partner, F. 
lL. Perlee, Jensen ventured out into
